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CHAPTER 169

AN ACT to create 59.07 (26) and 60.18 (21) and (22) of the sfatutes,
relating to the power of certain governmental subdivisions of the
state to raise and appropriate funds for use in creating and develop-
ing watershed protection areas or projects.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 59.07 (26) of the statutes is created to read:

59.07 (26) WATERSHED PROTECTION AREAS. To appropriate money to
assist in creating and developing watershed protection areas or projects
beneficial to the county, which would include or benefit all or a portion of
such county, and to pay all or part of said money to any agency of the
federal or state government or to a soil conservation district, to be ex-
pended for such purposes, notwithstanding s. 92.04 (4) (d).

SECTION 2. 60.18 (21) and (22) of the statutes are created to read:

60.18 (21) WATERSHED PROTECTION AREAS. To raise money to assist
in creating and developing watershed protection areas or projects bene-
ficial to the town, which would include or benefit all or a portion of such
town, and to authorize the town board to expend said money for such pur-
poses, or to pay all or part of said money to any agency of the federal
or state government or to a soil conservation district to be expended for
such purposes, notwithstanding s. 92.04 (4) (d).

(22) ASSISTING SOIL CONSERVATION DISTRICTS. To raise money to as-
sist in the development of a soil conservation district including or bene-
fiting all or a portion of such town or in promoting the program of such
a distriet, and to authorize the town board to expend said money for such
purposes or to pay all or part of said money to such soil conserva-
tion district to be expended by it for such purposes, notwithstanding
s. 92,04 (4) (d).
